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ALBEllTA HAAGS UP ITS CHAPS 

(In which the writer- is solely responsible for adjectives and implications.) 

T HE Province of Alberta was twenty years old before painters began 
to emerge. The early settlers were too busy “taming the land” and 
strenuously “opening up” the country to cultivate the amenities. 

It is unprofitable to try to isolate any art from the complex social and 
economic organism that was taking shape fifty years ago on the prairies. 
Individuals, families and groups, trailing filaments of regional and ethnic 
culture, contributed to a flux of diverse elements, which, released from their 
traditional controls, resulted for a time in the enervation or paralysis of 
the arts. The early Albertans, moreover, were a long way from such con¬ 
tinuing stimulus as Europe and Eastern Canada had provided. 

A number of adventuring painters found inspiration on the plains and 
in the mountains—Paul Kane (1846), C. W. Jefferys (1907, 1910 and 
1927), J. E. H. MacDonald (1924), Richard Jack, Leonard Richmond—but 
they packed up their sketches and departed, leaving no trace on the un¬ 
developed art of the West. 

In the first decade of this century, the days before Dewey, art in the 
schools was tedious and unproductive. We laboriously smudged the tone 
gradations of a cylinder, and progressed to the romantic realism of a Mac¬ 
intosh apple (from Aunt Gertie in Dundas County) on the teacher’s desk. 
In high school, we little suspected that the mathematics teacher’s cavalier 
treatment of a quadratic equation represented an aesthetic orgy. The 
grandchildren of the pioneers now erupt under the clinical care of Columbia 
postgraduates and, if deficient in spelling and arithmetic, are conditioned 
to take a contemporary art show in their stride. The kids are really 
integrated. 

There were no public galleries, and few of us had access to the Edward¬ 
ian collections of the local barony. I grew familiar, in the home of a school¬ 
fellow, with a landseer stag standing at gaze in fly-specked grandeur above 
a row of Waverley novels, where now a Paul Klee, punning at the central 
organism of temporal and spatial change, exploits the irrational, above the 
“Quartets” of T. S. Eliot. 

The Crusaders returned from Asia Minor with some bright ideas, but 
our troops came out of World War I untouched by either Marxism or Post- 
Impressionism. The first travelling show of the Group of Seven left 
Alberta cold. Thirty years later, when Canada’s top water-colourists 
exhibited in Medicine Hat (which, because of its natural gas, Kipling 
called “the town with all Hell for its basement”), the art vigilantes of that 
city released some hell from its culture basement, and made the front 
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pages. Soon afterwards, Graham Sutherland’s portrait of Churchill 
aroused public strife; and Alberta artists quivered when an element of the 
Press, nurtured in war and hemiglobal polity, fearlessly waded into the 
muskeg of aesthetics. Art was nudging less-lurid crime from the news¬ 
papers, with the artist handcuffed to common sense and exposed to the 
menace of mass-culture. 

Mrs. Roland Winter collected a few artists in Calgary, but the First 
War dispersed them. The Edmonton Art Association, mostly of teachers, 
was formed in 1914. In the Twenties, a “climate” was developing. Painters 
began to coalesce in clubs and societies, and to write constitutions. The 
Edmonton Art Club exhibited in a basement in 1921, and the Edmonton 
Museum of Arts was incorporated in 1924, under the drive of Maud Bow¬ 
man. Maxwell Bates and Roy Stevenson of the Calgary Art Club (1922- 
32) were barred from local shows for deviation from the accepted canons. 
The Calgary Sketch Club and the Alberta Society of Artists were formed 
in 1931. For twenty years the Calgary Art Association intermittently 
promoted exhibitions, local and imported, until the Calgary Allied Arts 
was organized in 1946 under the presidency of Alex Calhoun, staunch 
supporter of the arts. In 1926, Harry Hunt of the Calgary Art Club 
collected twelve members for the first art class, under Lars Haukaness, 
at the Provincial Institute of Technology and Art. Three years later, A. C. 
Leighton took over the art department, and his painting camp (1933 and 
1934) at Seebe, 52 miles west of Calgary, provided a nucleus for the visual 
arts at the University’s Banff School of Fine Arts. 

Following World War II, the movement was in full spate. The Old 
Guard, prepared to defend linear perspective to the vanishing point, saw 
their work hung Raphael-cheek by Picasso-jowl with essays in the abstract 
and the automatic. Along the Peace River-Vegreville-Fort Macleod axis, 
groups were formed under such leaders as Euphemia McNaught, Laura 
Evans Reid and Annora Brown. The University’s extension department 
sent its instructors wherever needed. The Edmonton Exhibition and the 
Calgary Stampede staged major exhibitions. Classes for all grades and 
all ages were organized at Calgary’s Coste House, the Edmonton museum, 
the provincial “Tech” and the Banff Summer School. The University 
created a Department of Fine Arts. Through the Western Canada Art 
Circuit, a steady stream of significant shows was maintained, with work 
as disparate as that of the Mexican print makers and the primitives of 
Uganda. The provincial government, assuming the historic prerogatives 
of priest-kings, tyrants and popes, gave the arts a pragmatic sanction, 
and set up a cultural relations branch within the Department of Economic 
Affairs. Its secretariat organized circuits throughout the province, and 
opened up hitherto neglected areas for the visual arts. But our artists 
regard with justifiable misgivings any bureaucratic incursion into the 
field of the arts. 
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Painting is a healing art, concerned (among us old timers anyway) 
with harmonious relations; and now that it is practised by our senior 
statesmen and policy makers, we may wonder whether art is perhaps too 
serious a business to be left to the aestheticians.
